This is local distance, time, the labor, the ex-
pense and danger of conveyance, Wheat
grown in Missouri or [lincis is shipped to
Liverpool, and sold there at vr abont the price
of English wheat. Nothing is plainer than
that in such case the English farvmer will
pocket a considerably larger proportion of
that price than the American farmey, To this
extent, notwithstanding the full acceptance of
free-trade doetrines, the English farmer is
protected, and it is a great and substantial
protection, In England an article of prime
nevessity like corn shonld never have received
any greater protection. An English farmer
has to pay rent; an Amerioan generally owns
Lis land, DBut he pays a much higher rate for

The one great, leading, controlling, all.per-
vading sentiment to be inouleated at West
Point is that of patriotism. The instruetors
there, in teaching the history of the great
dhmpnigns of the Rebellion, shonld take care
that wherever admiration for the skill of any
Rebel leader is excited by the acoount of his
battles, abhorrence for his treason should ae-
company it. Unless heed is given to this
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
